^      1.  The  resurrection  of  the  dead  is  an  Important 
doctrine  of  divine  Feyelatidii.     We  find-  it  men- 
tioned in  both  testaments.     Job  expresses  his  be- 
lief of  this  doctrine  in  the  following  %vords.     "For 
I  know  that  my  Redeemer  liveth,  and  that  he  shall 
stand  at  the  latter  day  upon  the  earth  :  And  though 
after  my  skin  v/orms  desti'oy  this  body,  yet  in  my 
ficsh  shall  I  see  God :  Whom  I  shall  see  for  mj^- 
self,  and  mine  eyes  shall  behold,  and  not  another; 
though  my  veins  be  consumed  within  me."  '- 
David  says,  "As  for  me,  I  vM behold  thy  face 
ii       in  nghteousness  ;  I  shall  be  satisfied  when  I^  awake 
I       Tvith  thy  likeness,'*  -   '

^ireqilentl J  mentioned^  in  the  New  Testairsent,  in  a 
cdMfetable-  Kght  for  christiaris/ "  'It  is  calculated 
to  promote  spiritual  joy  tinder  their  afflictions  in 
thisHvbrld;  and  to*  guard  them  against  imitating 
tbd  lieatbenia  their  hopeless  sorrow  lor  their  de-

'    It'  is  cemlbrtaljie  to  iht.  -christian  to  know  that 

rdeath  wiil  not  always  reigfi  over  saints.  They 
shaiTi^sfe  -again  &^nl  the  dead.^^  -Tliey  will  have  a 
reunion  of  the  body  and  soul  at  the  resurrection, 
when  all  the  dead  will  leave  their  graves.  Man 
consists  of  soul  and  body  in  iimoli.  -  Both  belong

this  union  man  began  his  existence,  aid  in  it  has

his  state  of  prol>atipn.  In  this  union  of  soul  and

The  apostle  says  to  tliQ  christians  at  Corinth, 
;*'Xnow  ye  not  that  yoiir  bodies  are  the  members 
of  Christ  ?'^  again  he  says>  '^  What^  knaw  ye  not 
that  your  body  is  the  temple  of  the  Holy  Ghost 
which  is  in  you,  which  ye  ha\^  of  God,  and  ve 
sre  not  your  own?  For  ye  are  bought  with  a 
price:  therefore  glorify.  God  in  your  body,,  and  in 
jour  spirit,  which  are  Gods." 

Christ  hath  redeemed  tlie  bod^  of  the  saint  as  j 
well  as  his  soul.  .  It  must,  thenj  be  delivered  from 
death,  the  last  enemy.  Unless  this  take  place, 
the  whole  m  an  in  body  and  soul  will  n ot  be  saved . 
As  Christ  is  the  Head  of  his  church,  which  is  hi§ 
body,  and  is  risen  from  the  dead,  so  must  his

In  Rom.  8.  11,  the  apostle  says,  ''But  if  the 
Spirit  of  him  that  raised  up  Jesus  from  the  dead, 
dv/ell  in  you,  he  that  raised  up, Christ  from  the 
dead  ^hali  also  quicken  y^ouriiiprtal  J>adies,:33y 
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!)is  Spirit  that  dirVeHeth  in  ^ou."     In  1  Cormthx- 
ans,  15th  chapter,  the  apostle  says,  "  But  now  is 
-    Christ  risen  from  the  deady  and  become  the  first 
-fruits  of  them  that  slept.     For  since  by  man  came 
death,  by  man  came  also  the  resuiTcction  of  the 
.dead.   -For  as  in  Adam  all  die,  even  so  in  Christ 
shall  all  be  rnade  alive.      But  e^^ery  man  in  his 
,o\\:n  order  :  Christ  the  Brst  iLTiits  -^afterward  they 
'  tliat  are  Christ's,  at  his  coming?1:^,0- 1; .  ^  .  iv;

.2.  It  appears  that  the  doctrine  of  the  resurrec- 
tion of  saints  contains  comfort  for  them  under  their 
present  sorrows,  _  because  their  raised  bodies  will 
Jbe  changed  to  great  advantage.  -  At  present  .we 
.  m ay  be  1  ignorant  of  some  th ings  respec ting  the 
.bodies  of  saints  when  raised  to  life  again.  Yet 
:  the  bible  gives  sufBcIent  information  to  assure  us 
.that  the  change  wiE  be  great  and  glorious;  The 
;bpdies.of  paints  will  then  be  incorruptible,  immor- 
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M,  spiritual  and  like  iinto  C^xrist'*s  glorious  body. 
In  the  15tb  chapther  of  tiie  first  epistle  to  the  Co- 
rmthiaiis  the  apostle  treats  largely  of  the  resurrec- 
tion of  saints.  He  siys,  "  So  also  is  'the  resiir- 
T-ection.Gf  die  .dead.  It  is  sown  in  c^^ruptioh;  it 
is  raised  in  iticon'uptioD  :  It  is  sovvn  in  dishonor, 
It  is  -raised  in  gldrj  :  It  is  sown  in  weakness, 'it  is 
raised  in  power  :  "It  is  sown  a  natural  body,  it  is 
raised  a  spiritual  body,"— "In. a  moment, ' in  thfe 
twinkling  of  an  €ye.  at  the  last  trump V  for  the 
trnmpet  shall  sQund,  and  the  dead  shall  be  raised 
incorruptible,' ind  we  sliall  be  changed.  For  this 
corrnptiMe^  must  put  on  incorr option,  '  and  this 
mortal  :miist  'put  on  i mmortality ,' ^  In  his  epistle 
to  ihe  Phiiiippians,  the  apostle.-  sajs,: :**  For  our 
conversation-  is' ;in  heaven  ;  from  whence  also  wc 
look  for  the  Saviour,  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ ;  who 
shall  change  our  viie  body,  that  it  might  be  fash- 
ioned like  unto  his  glorious  body,  according  to 

-  the  vvorkingy  whereby  he  is  able  "even  to' subdue 
.  all  thin^  urito  himself,^'  It  inust  be  -a  hap- 
:py  change  indeed  to  have  a  body  fi-ee  from-cor- 

luptions,  disease,  'weakness,  l5unger,  thirst,  mor- 
tality mid  ^v^ry  inquietude  to  which  it  is  subject 
in  its  mortal  state — -a  spiritual  body,  capable  of  as- 

-  cei^iing  up  in  elou*fc  to  meet  the  ^Lord  hr  tl^  air 
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—a  Lody  fitted  to  dwell  in  feaven  with  tiie-gloii- 
cus  body  of  Clinst.  This  must  l>e  an  addition 
to  the  felicity  and  giory  of  tlie  true  christian.  - 

3.  The'resuiTection'ofsamts  will  complete  their 
redeinption  from  all  the  rains  of  the  apostacy.-    In 
time,  while  iQ  their  state  of  probation,  believers  in 
Jesus  are  forgiven  tfer  siiisj  and  sane tiiied  iiVpart : 
at  "death  their  souls  are  mad^  "perfect  in  holiness. 
But  their  bodies  are  held  prisoners  by  death  dur- 
ing their  state  of 'sepai^ation  from  their  souls.  Hence 
their  salvation  is  incomplete,'  and  will  remain  so 
till  their  bodies  are  raised  to  life,  with  all  the  glcr- 
rious  advantages  which  will  be' realized  after  the 
resmf Action  and  day  of  judgment.     Saints  will 
obtain  the  victory  over  death  thar  last   enemy 
when  their  bodies/are  raised^ &oni  death  to  life. 
''  For  he,   (Christ)  must  reign  till  he  hath  put  all 
enemies  under  his  feet.     The  last,  enemy  that  shall 
be  destroyed  Is  death,''     TJien  death  wiR  be  swal- 
lowed up  in  victory.     Then  the  triumphant  song 
will  be  sung,  ^'O    death,,  t^-here  is  thy  sting?

Then   saints  will 
realize  complete  redemption  from  all  the  evils  of 
the  dreadful  state  of  revolt  from ' God.

I  add^tbly.  TheTesarrectipn  of  the  saints  will 
r-Qilectdl -the  elect  together  in  one  ^gre^t  ^assenibly, 
;loriously  united  in  body  and  soul.  ,^  They  will 
len  all  be  completely  -saved  from  sin  and  death, 
prepared  to  dwell  with  their -Saviour  in  heaven^  to 
partake  "in^theriches^of  redeeming  love  and  mer- 

.-When  we  part  %vith  saints  at  death,  we  mourn 
that  we  zm.^e€  .them  .no  more  in  this  world  ;  nor 
any  more  be  benefited,  with  their  religious  .conver- 
sation, prayers  and  example.  But  how  comfort- 
ing the -thought  that  saints  are  to  meet  i^in  in 
living  bodies,  and  with;  vastly  .greater  advaKtages 
than  they  ever  possessed  wliHe  in  their  state  of 
probation.  'Not  only  the  saints  who  vv^ere  ac- 
quainted with  each  other  before  thelrdeath,  but 
all  the  eject  willineet  together,  never  in  ore  to 
part.  To  see.  all  whom  the  Father  gave  to  the 
Son  sanctified,  pardoned  and  prepai'cd  for  the  glo- 
iles  6f  the  day  of  judgment  and  the  heavenly 
world,  will  be  a  most  joy fuLsight  indeed  to  all  the 
iiiends  of  Jesus  and  his  cause,  ^       .

1.  The  doctrine^  of  the  resun-ectibiroir  saints 
leads  us  to  view  the  work  of  redemption  In  a  glo- 
rious light.  In  consequence  of  redemption  beiiig 
carried  into  effect,"  many  sinners  are  raised  fromi 
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spiritual  death  to  spiritual  life— are  forgiven  their 
iniquities- — are  saved  from  eternal  death,  the  vvages 
of  sin,  and  finally  delivered  from  the  death  of  the 
bod}',  and  made  as  glorious  and  happy  as  their 
capacities  will  admit  of.  Hereby  God  is  honored 
by  a  glorious  display  of  all  his  perfections—- the 
wo!tli  and  dignity  of  the  F^edeemer  are  niajiifested 
ia  a  most  desirable  light,  and  the  universe  filled 
with  the  highest  felicity.  ;.i 

How  precious  should  the  Saviour  ever  be  in  the 
esteem  of  real  cliristians.     They  should  grow  in,;- 
knowledge  of.  Christ  and  his  glorious  cause,  and 
endeavor  to  be  more  like  him,  while. they  are  in 
this  v/orld. 

2.  The  bible  is  tlie  most  valuable .  bock  h\  ex- 
istence.    It .  is  God's  book.     By  it  he  informs 
men  of  his  eternal  purpose  conceniing  his  crea- 
tures,  and  concerning  all  his  own  conduct.     Ia 
the  bible  we  see  the  method  which  God  has  taken 
to  honor  his  law^  which  men  have  transgressed, 
and  thus  lay  a  foundation  for  tlie  pardon  and  sal- 
^-ation  of  the  penitent  sinner  who  believeth  in  Je- 
sus. _  In  the  bible  we  see  the  high  dignity  of  the 
great  Redeemer  of  men,  being  "the  true  God,  an(J 
eternal  life."     Yet^he.iiimbled  himself  to  .the 
low  state  of  a  servant,  and  ^came  obedient  imto 
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^eadi^  even  the  death  of  the  cross.    His  resurrec- 
tion  and  glorious  session    *^  on  the  right  hand  of 
the  throne  of  the  majesty  in  the  heavens,"  are 
plainly  stated  in  the  bible.     So  are  the  naUire  and 
importance  of  his  salvation,  religion  and  kingdom. 
The  bible  opens, to  our  view  a  future  state  of  re- 
wards apd.pnpJsliments-— the  most  solemn  and  in- 
teresting scenes  of  the  resurrection,  the  day  of 
judgment  and  its  in*e vocable  decisions.     What  a 
privilege  to  have  such  a  bock  1  How  important 
that  we  believe  .its  doctrines  and  conform  to  its 
precepts. 
-  3,  True  -  chj'istians  are  distinguished  fropi  all: 
the  finally  impenitent.     Tliis  distinction  is  realized 
in  time — at  death— at  the  resurrection  of  the  devtd 
—at  the  day  of  judgment  and  in  the  -eternal  world. 
In  time  true  christians  become  reconciled  to 
God  J   they  exercise  ^'repentance  tmvards  God, 
and  faith  toward  our  Lord  Jesus  Chiist,"  devoting 
themselves  to  the  kingdom  and  glory  of  God. 
They,  have   "redemption  through  the  blood  of 
Christ/even  the  forgiveness  of  sins.""*     They  are 
now  adopted  sons  of  God,  and  heirs  of  an  incor^ 
fuptible,  undefiled  inheritance,  that  fadethnot  a^ 
way,,  reserved  in  heaven  for  themJ     '      ^  ^      r^  .t^ 
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At  death  saints  sletp  in  Jesus ;  tbeir  souls,  be- 
>ng  made  perfect,  do  enter  into  rest. 

At  the  resurrection  their  bodies  shall  come  forth 
from  dieii'  graves  unto  tlie  resurrection  of  life.  In 
the  judgment  thej-  shall  stand  on  the  right  hand  of 
the  Judge— be  pronounced  blessed,  and  will  for- 
ever possess  the  Idngxiom  prepared  for  them  from 
the  foundation  of  the  v/orld.  ^i*^* 

.  But  how  vastly  different  will  finally  impenitent 
peiBons  be  from  all  this  ?  They  continue  enemies 
to  God— disobedient  to  the  divine  commands,  and 
rejecters  of  the  Saviour.  They  '  remain  under 
condemnd:ioD5  and  the  v.Tath  cf  God  abiding  oh 
them  through  the  whole  of  their  state  of  proba- 
tion.  They  die  in  their  sins,  and  are  driven  away 
in  their  wickedness  from  all  hope  and  peaces  ^^ 

At  the  appearing  of  Christ,  their  bodies'  wil! 
come  forth  &om  their  graves  to  the  resurrectioD  of 
damnation.  They  will  be  placed  on  the  left  hand 
of  tlie  Judge,  vvho  will  pronounce  them  cursed, 
and  sentence  them  to  depart  from  Hmiiito  ever- 
lasting fire,  prepared  for  the  devil  and  his  angels. 
And  these  shall  go  away  into  everlasting  punish- 
ment. 

How  Wise  and  happy  the  true  penitent  belie%^€r 
in  Jesus  t'  "  '  '^'    ' 
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How  unwise  and  miserabletlie  impenitent— -^ 
rejecter  of  the  only  Saviour  of  sinners  ! 

4.  It  does  not  become  christians  to  indulge,  m 
excessive  sorroYV  Ibr  the  death  of  their  cliristian 
friends.     We  should  not  feel  sony  that  departed 
saints  have  Snisbed  tlielr  state  of  probation.     A 
real  saint  gains  more  at  death  than  he  ever  would 
realize  in  this  life.     In  this  Hlq  a  sai»t  is  in  a  niil^ 
itant  state !.  but  at  death  his  ivarfare  is  at  an  end. 
He  has  gained  p-erfect  m  eed&m  from  sLuj  satan  and 
every  snare^  and  from  all  suffering.     He  is  present 
With  his  Lord  in  heaven..    Is  such  a.  p»erson '  a 
loser?  Indeed  he  has  lost  the  life  of  his  body! 
but  the  righteoiiS  hath  hope  in  his  death,  of  a  glo- 
Tious  resurrection  to  eternal  life.     The  heathens 
who  were  ignorant  of  the  doctrine  of  the  resurrec^ 
tion  of  the  dead,  sorrowed  for  their  deceased  friends 
without  hope  of  ever  seeing  thenia^in.in  living 
ucdies.      But  ch4istiaiiSL .  should  not  sorrow  for 
thera  who  sleep  in  Jesus  as  heathens  do  for  iheip 
decea^d  friends..    Doe?  it  not  argue  unbelief  in- 
the  v/ord  of  God,  and  a  w^ant  of  confidence  in  the 
Saviour,  when  we  feql  distressed  for  fellow-sain^ 
who  have  fallen  asleep  for  a  while  ? 

When  exemplary  christians  are  taken  away  by 
death,  we  should  feel  solemn  in  view  of  the  lorn , 
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wfifcii  we  QXiS others  suffer  in  consequence  oftfieir 
departure  from  us  :  and  erxdeavour  to  pront  by  it. 
At  i^jneral  soleiiimties  our  minds  should  stretch 
forward  to  the  intxresfmg  scenes  of  tlie'resuirec- 
don  'morning.

For  the  time  is  coniing  ^-vhen 
this  lifeless  body  shall  hear  the  voice  of  the  Son 
of  ISIan,  and  shall  coine  forth  to  the  resurrection 
of  life,  or  of  damnation,  according  "to  the  chai^ac- 
ter  of  the  person  when  he  closed  Ms  state  of  pro- 
bation. - 

Our  own  mortality  and  future  resurrection  af- 
ford much  serious  and  useful  instruction.  *  By  a. 
,  faithful  examination  of  our  hearts  and  lives,  we    • 
may  see  what  our  real  chai-aeters  are  to\vards  God 
and  the  Redeemer.-    And  what  are  our  prospects, 
relative  to  the  eternal  world. 

None  but  humble  believers  in  Jesus,  who  have 
his  benevolent  spirit,  can  have  good  hope  of  a 
glorious  resurrection  to  eternal  life.  .     .  •  .

His  only  child  was  the  Rev.  Samuel  Man, 
tlie  first. minister  in  Wrentham.  He  served  in 
ihe  ministry,  in  tliis  toM,  tilLold  age;  and  sus- 
tained  the  character  of  a  learned  and  orthodox  di- 
ving, and  an  eminently  iioly  christian. 

Theodore  Man.,  the  fourth  son  of  the  Rev. 
■  Samuel  Jia;v  appeared  to  fdlov/  his  fathers  in 
ikith  and  piety,  agreeably  to  the  scriptures  in  a 

*  Deacon  Thtodcr^  Man,  the  fourth  son  of  Rev.  Samuel 
Mszn,  liad  it  la  his  heart  to  build  a  fainily-iomb,  and  made 
some  preparation  for  it,  .  But,  for  certain  reasons,  did  not 
acccmpilsh  his  design.  His  son,  the  late  deacon  T/iorrMs 
IMan.^as  friendly  to  the  design,  but  did  nothing  to  carry 
it  Into  effect.

The  late  deacon ;  Thomas  Men  was  the  young- 
est son  of  deacon  Theodore  Man,  He  and  his 
wife  made  public  profession  of  religion  in  earljr 
life  ;  and  for  more  than  slxt^\  years  dwelt  together 
in  the  f^sar  of  God,  and  sustained  &e  character  of 
real  christians.  Their  chai'acters  were  too  well 
kno%vn  by  immbei's  now  present,  to-  need  any 
thins:  mc5^e  said  in  commendation  of  them.  ^> 

Death  separated  them  for  a  1^\n  years.  Their 
■perishing  remains  now  sleep  in  the 'same  tomb.   ■■ 

Ariel  Man^  the  first  son  of  the  late  deacon 
TJiomas  Man^  died  more  than  thirty  years  ago. 
There  lis  reason  to  believe  that  he  was  experi- 
mentally acquainted  with  the  power  of  true  relig- 
ion for  years  before  his  death.  By  a  diary  found 
among  his  papers  it  appears  that  he  habitually  at- 
tended to  tlie  exercises  of  his  heart,  condemning 
himself  for  his  disconl^Drmity  to  the  divine  rale, 
and,  with  humble  gratitude  to  God,  he  views  ev- 
idences,  at  times,  of  spiritual  mindedness.  He 
mentions  times  of  sweet  communion  with  God  in 
secret  devotion"  and  in  public  worship,  and  ex- 
presses  desires  to  be  more  conformed  to  Chnst.' 


Afan^  yims  cut  down  by  deatli  b  his  youth, 
nearlj  three  rears  ago/  For :  more  than  three 
months  he  languished  uiidei"  a  painful  and  distres- 
sing disease.'  '   -   .

RESPECT  for  the  dead  is  a  prominent 
feature  in  tlie  character  of  every  age.  It  is  a  sen- 
timent of  tlie  iiumaii  lieart  ivhicli.  we  observe  in 
others  and  feel  in  ourselves.  It  hassled  to  decen- 
cy of  burial'V  to  the /construction  of  tombs  and 
other  receptacles  for  the  lifeless  body  and  to  the 
'erection  of  monuments  in  order  to  perpetuate  the 
memoiy  x^f  those  who  once  lived  and  were  en- 
deared by  connexion,  piety,  or  %vorth.  The  E- 
g}^tians  embalmed  the  bodies  of  their  deceased 
friends  and  illustrious  men,  and  kept  them  in  little 
houses  magnificeiitly  adorned,  "They  took  great 
pleasure  in  beholding  their  bodies,  so  preserved,  as 
it  were,  alive,  without  any  change,  in  their  size, 
features,  or  complexion,  Joseph  was  embalmed 
and  put  in  a  colHn  in  Egypt.  It  is  thought,  and 
iiot  without  reason,  that  tlie  Pyramids  of  Egypt 
v/ere  places  of  ancient  sepulture.  Embalming 
was  in  use  among  several  nations.  After  embalm- 
ing their  dead,  many  placed  them  in  niches  in  some 
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spacious  and  decorated  apartment  of  their  houses. 
Among  many  nationSjit  was  customary  to  collect, 
with  pious  care,  the  ashes  o^  the  consumed  body 
in  an  urn,   which   \rcis  deposited  in  a  tomb,  Jr 
sepulchre :  and  among  others,  to  hy  the  dead 'bo- 
dy in  a  tom.b,  in  its  entire  state.     The  Jevis  had 
tombs.     They    were  frequently  heuii  out    of  a 
rock.  Over  them  was  erected  a  stone,  or  a  mono- 
ment  which  was  annually  whitened.     In  reference 
to  this  circumstance,  our  Saviour  said  in  hi?  con^ 
versation  with  fae  Jews,  "Ye  build  the' tombs  of 
the  prophets  and  garnish  the   sepulchi-es  of  the 
nghteous."     From  a  rock,  was  excavated  a  tomb, 
in  ^^ch  the  body  of  our  crucified  and  adorabl J 
Redeemer 'was  laid,  ^  '   i' 

'IFe  muy  recognize  tlie  sentiment  of  respect 
for  the  dehd,  wherever  we  direct  our  observations ; 
w^iether  to  the  past,  or  the  present,  to  this  or  any 
other  paj-t  of  the  wodd.  Sepulchral  monuments 
and  inscriptions  meet  our  eyes  over  the  face  of  the 
eartV  So  revered  are  the  dead,  that  their  frailties 
are  forgotten^  and  their  good  "qualities  and  deeds 
retained  in  long  remembrance.  \  Detraction,  so 
busy  in  tlie  living  world,'  seldom  strays  into  tlie 
vicinity  of  the  gi*ave.  Sacred,  indeed,  to  men 
are  the  relics  and  memory  of  those  departed  :from

Nor  is  this  respect,  so  riatural  aiid  ^)  common 
to  mankind,  to  be  censurcdj  urJess  when  carried 
to  excess.     It  is  laudable  in  itself  and  not  without 
I  moral  benefits  to  the  living.     In  oh'edience  to  the 
impulse  c/f  this  sentiment^  we  trusty  this  tomb  has 
veeii  cGnstructed.     The;  father  of  the  yenei-ahlc 
i  man,  whose  remains  are  before  ns,  had  it  iii  his 
Ivsart  to  kh^e  pi^pared  it  during  his  life.     What 
lie  failed  of  doing  has  be-cn  peribrmed  by  his  de- 
cendant.     We  have  now  removed,  th^e  relics  of  ■ 
these  bur  tliree  friends  &wn  their  narrow  cells,  to 
this  nev/ly  |jre pared  habitation.     Towards  them 
our  respectful  0x5 ces  are  performed.     Befom  we 
retire,  let.  us  pause  and  consider.     The  occssi(m 
lipon  whicli  >v€  ai*€  convened  and  the  place  where 
we  stand  are  replete  with  in stnicdon-aiid  calculated 
for  iniprovenient.     Our   eyes  afect  our  hearts. 
What  can  be  said  to  add  to  the  scene  before  xii^' 
or  to  excite  a  greater  degree  of  senousness  ?  1  \rt\(' 
only  undertake,  for  a   momeit,  to  aid  your  re-  ' 
Sections.     First,  let  us  reflect  on  the  '  cmi^h  of 
these  nuns  of  death  around  us, '    These  are  but 
few  of  tlie  Yictims  of  that  mighty  conqueror.     All 
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ilie  past  generations  'of  men/all  tbe  Hiirherotts 
family  6f  Adam,'' with  tiie  exception  of  the  small 
portion  who  now  inhabit  the  earth  are  of  their  tium- 
ber.  The  Kings  and  the  great  men  of  tlie  world, 
as  ■  well,  as  those  of  humbler  character  and 
condition,  are  among  tb^  spoils  of  tlie  last  enemy,- 
Inniiriierable  shall  draw  after  tliem,  as  those  are 
innumerable  who  have  gone  before  tliem.  The 
cause  of  this  widely  spead  destruction  of  our  race- 
is  the  displeasure  of  a  holy  God  at  transgression. 
In  consequence  of  sin/ he  pfcmounced  the  iiTever- 
sible'  sentence^.  ''Dust  thou  art,  and  to  dust,  shalt 
thou  return/'  The  angel  of  death bas1>een  com- 
missioned  to  caiT)^  into  execdtion,  this  awful  sen- 
tence. Here  and  oyer  all  the 'earth,  ii'^e  may  seethe 
drplorable  elFects  of  apostaq^ from  God.  ' 'AW-ere- 
fpre,  as  by  one  man  sin  entered  into  the  world,  and 
death,  %  sin;:  2tA so  death  has  passed  upon  all 
men,  for  that  all  have  sinned."  WOiat  must  be 
die  malignancy  and  the  evil  of  3in,.that  such  should 
be  the  deplorable  eS'eets  of  Bivine  displeasure! 
Never  should  we  enter  these  domains  of  death 
without  such  serious  reflections..  Beholding  the  ef. 
fects,  we  should  enquire  after  the  cause,  and  learn

IVhile  you  rememl^er'Iiis  last  looks, 
do  not  forget  his  conversations  iri  the  closing  scene 
of  Ills  life.  Ke  saw  and  lamented  his-  own  sinful- 
ness and  danger;  he  spoke,  in  tht  ianguage  of 
feeling  and  experience,  of  his  faith  in  the  Lord  Je- 
"sus  and  hope  in  his  mercy ^  Tliongh  he  desired 
to  live,  that  he  might  live  different!}-,  yet  he  ex- 
pressed an  entire  resignation  to  tiit  divine  will. 
He  died  in  such  a  manner  as  to  give  you  gi'eat  con- 
solation in  parting  vAih  him.

THE  Rev.  Samuel' 3 fan  was  -the  only  child  <f 
Mr.  rF7lliam  Mz/i,  who  emigrated  Iromthe  coun- 
ty of  Kent,  in' England,:, With   some  of  the  first 
settlers  of  tlie  colony  of  Massachusetts.     It  does 
not  appear  in  what  year  he  came  into  America,  or 
of  what  age  he  then  was.     It  is. said,  that  he  was^ 
born  about  the  year  of  our  Lord  1607,  and  was 
the  .youngest  of  eleven-  children.     He  settled  at 
Cambridge,  and,  about  the  thirtieth  year, of  his 
ag:e,  was  married  to  Jfcr^  Jarrad.  ,  'They  both 
were 'esteemed  truly  religious.     Samuel,  their  on- 
l^ihild,  wus'bfern  in  July,' l^^T,  and  by  Ks  p^- 
rents  designed  for  the  gospeV  mihistry.  j'Accca-^ 
dingly  "they  fcrnished  him  with  a  liberal  educa- 
tion.   He  gi\iduated  at  Harvard  CoSege  In  tiie. 
-32 
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year  1665.     After  he  kft  coHege  he  tauglit  a 
school  at  Dedham  about  five  years.     At  wliat 
age  he  began  to. preach  cmmot  now  be  ascertain- 
ed;  probably  it  was  at  aii  early  "'stage  of  his  life.; 
for  he  preached  to  the  first  settlers  in  Wrenthanx 
sometime  before  they  ^yere  incorporated  into  a 
town  by  the  ^ct  of  the  General  Court,  which  was 
in  the  year  1673.,    He  continued  preacMng  to 
these  first  settlers  until  MLirch  1676,   when. they 
left   the  tovv^n  of  Wrentham  in  consequence-  of 
Philips'  Indian  war*     After  the  war  ended,  a  num- 
ber of  the  former  inhabitants  returned  to  Wrent- 
Bam,  and  Mr,  ]\fan  with  them.     Previous  to  their 
return,  Mr.  Man  was  preaching  at  Milton;  and  a 
calfto  him  to  settle  there  In  the  gospel  ministry 
was  cpnteinplated  by  the  inhabitants  of  that  town. 
But  being  requested  by  the  returning  inhabitants 
of  Wrentham  to  return  vnih  them,  his  alTectioa 
ior  them,  and  desire  for  the  prosperity  of  the  in- 
f:vat  plantation  induced  him  to  compfy  with  their, 
reqiiest.'^. 

'On  the  13th  day  of  April  1692,  a  church  was 
gathered  In  the  town  of  Wrentham,  and  yiv.Man 
ordained  the  pastor  of  it  the  'saine  day.  He. 
preached  , his  own  ordination  sermon.  His  text» 
^  ^Q^-  P*#     ^-  Man  finished  his  course  ob 
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eartli/May  23,  1719,  in  the  7M  ^ear  of  his  age. 

It  is  said  that  he  vras  much  aiSIcted  with  bodi-  - 
ly  weakness  and  infirmities,  and,  that  for  tweiity 
five  years  before  his  death  did  not  go  out  of  his 
own  town.     The  last  sermon  lie  preached  was  oa  • 
tlie  first  day  of  March  previous  to  his  death,  en 
those  words  in  Ecd.  i,  14.     "I  have  seen  all  the 
Tvi^rks  that  are  done  under  tlie  sun;  and,  behold, _- 
all  is  vanity  and  vexation  of  spirit." 

The  Rev.  Samuel  Man  vvas  esteemed  great 
and  learned.  But  wiiat  rendered  him  far  more 
excellent,  was  his  eminent  holiness.  The  follow-  ^ 
ing  extract  from  a  printed  representation  of  his 
character,  will  best  exhibit  him' to  \\s:\Yy  both  a&  a . 
cliristian  and ' a  gospel  minister.  "That  which 
made  his  face  to  shine,  vvas  his  eminent  holiness 
befoit  God,  his  wisdom,  -  prudence,  humility^ 
meekness  and  charity  before  men ;  modest  e\-en 
to  excess/  His  divinity  v/as  solid,  well  grounded 
and  ortliddox,  of  the  old  puritan  stamp.. ^  His 
preaching,  as  it  was  thic  effect  of  hard  study,  pray- 
er and  reading;  so  it  proved  very  grave,  learnec^ 
methodical  and' accurate.  "His  ordinary  sermons 
were  fit  for  the  press ;'  and  }-et  such  his  humility^ 
that  he  tliought  nothing  of  his  worth  publishing. 
He  lived  and  died  'vith  the  /interest  of  God;  the
